THE NEW school has 391 stu­ 
dents in the freshman, soph­ 
omore and junior class levels.

He said the legislature was ex­ 
ploring a state income tax, but 
this decision wmuld depend on 
the results of the constitutional 
convention. 
ALLOCATION of funds to pro­ 
vide more services for disturb­ 
ed children would not come in 
this legislative session, he pre­ 
dicted. 
“ We can’t scheme up any new 
taxes to put on you,” said Ar­ 
rington. 
House Bill 1407 hits “ even the 
most affluent” areas, Scariano 
said, with the suburbs having 
problems 
as serious 
as 
the 
ghetto areas. 
“The legislature is good at 
telling where to spend money, 
but it doesn't come up with it,” 
Scariano said. 
H o u s e 
B i l l 
1407 
was 
passed in 1965, making it man­ 
datory for public schools to pro­ 
vide special education for all 
handicapped children, including 
the emotionally disturbed, by 
September, 1969. The school dis­ 
tricts were given four years to 
implement the bill, but a short­ 
age of funds and trained teach­ 
ers have slowed progress.

neurological, behavioral and or 
emotional disorders, are so dis-

The 
district is reimbursed $1,400 and 
pays $600 out of its own budget. 
The shortage of teachers to 
train emotionally disturbed chil­ 
dren is acute. In 1966, it was 


estimated that 
2,080 teachers 
were needed and the state had 
approximately 
eight teachers. 
In 1968, 75 teachers trained to 
work with the disturbed were 
graduated from Illinois colleges. 
State, federal scholarships are 
available to pay for the training 
of these teachers, but a massive 
publicity program is necessary 
to draw future teachers into the 
field. 
AS A stop-gap measure, Mrs. 
Peters, president of the School 
for the Treatment of Emotional 
Problems in Seriously Disturbed 
Children, 
(STEP), 
suggested 
volunteer committees of 
par­ 
ents, training the teachers who 
work with normal students to 
handle the disturbed, assistance 
from mental health agencies, 


use of volunteer parents, and 
use of school classrooms to 
train these volunteers. 
Arrington called for a close 
look at the efficiency of the pre­ 
sent plans to care for disturbed 
children. 
“ Is it treatm ent or is it edu­ 
cation?” he asked. 
He suggested the universities 
expand their teaching program s 
and that a pilot project be start­ 
ed in Chicago. 
Arrington wants to get togeth­ 
er with the various agencies in­ 
volved in work with disturbed 
children to examine needs and 
discuss the financial problems. 
“We must sit down and fit the 
resources to the demands,” he 
concluded.

The suspension was approved

It was 
reported the letter will be deliv­ 
ered in Wheaton today. 


PRIOR TO this action of the 
council, Gehrke had asked for 
Forrest’s resignation on what 
Gehrke charged “was conflict 
of interest in every depart- 
m e n t . ’ ’ The allegations by 
Gehrke were made without For­ 
rest being present at the council 
table. 
Forrest left the meeting after 
he failed to win a plea to have 
the problem of alleged violation 
of sewer line connections and 
installation of a temporary lift 
station in Forrest 1st and 2nd 
Addition referred to the village 
sewer board and village engi­ 
neer for recommendations. 
The action came immediately

Register Editorial 
Unit’s Lifeblood: 
Enthusiasm, Work 


On occasion we have lamented the apathy of voters, 
especially in their unwillingness to vote on local issues 
and be informed of local affairs. We have stressed that 
it is on the local level where they should be the most 
informed. This is where their voice can be most directly 
heard. 


Today, we lament the apparent apathy of the elect­ 
ed officials in Bensenville because they are permitting a 
useful organization to die without shedding a tear. 
They have allowed the Bensenville coordinating 
committee to go virtually out of existence. Hardly any 
concern has ben shown over the loss of this unofficial 
body made up largely of the representatives of the tax­ 
ing bodies. They are the board members for the village, 
park district, library and school boards. 
The committee was established in mid-1967 to im­ 
prove communication between five separate taxing bod­ 
ies in town. Communication, coordination and coopera­ 
tion were the functions of the committee as it became 
Bensenville^ only attempt, once a month, for a joint 
meeting. 
The meetings, usually informal luncheon affairs, did 
not in themselves accomplish great things. (A dumping 
problem was corrected, a walking hazard brought to the 
public’s attention and open housing was discussed.)! 
However, the meetings were significant in that common 
problems 
were thrashed 
out 
in 
face-to-face 
con­ 
frontations. 
As a result, board members got to know one another 
better and perhaps began to understand each other’s 
problems. A feeling of unity was present, no matter how 
slight. It was a healthy meeting of the minds. 
Maynard Unger, former president of the chamber of 
commerce, once said the coordinating committee could 
help the village board, as well as all other boards, make 
good decisions and have some direction for future 
growth. 
With 32 board members in Bensenville, we do not 
think it is asking too much for at least one representa­ 
tive of each board to meet once a month to talk. 
At the last meeting in October, only representatives 
from the village and schools showed up. The meeting 
was a failure. 
Another meeting is being planned for February by 
chairman Kenneth Carroll. We urge the members of the 
taxing bodies to attend and communicate, coordinate 
and cooperate.

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ICE FISHERMEN may be the most abused creatures on 
earth, ranking even above birdwatchers on the scale of hoots, I 
jeers and derision. 
It seems to the critics (ah, yes, we nave critics for every-1 
thing) that there is something peculiar, even patently foolish, I 
about a man leaving the warmth of home and bed before dawn, I 
crunching off into the cold and out onto a frozen lake, there to i 
chop, hack, chip, scour or otherwise penetrate through the ice 
and expose the water, and then to squat by the hole, drop a line j 
down it and wait — sometimes for hours — for something to tug. 
That is the simple way of the ice fisherman, and for that he! 
must take the abuse. 
The depth of scorn for the ice fisherman — sometimes 
called the Arcticthyologist — is such that he must contend 
with witticisms like, “How come — har, har, har — you 
wanta go fish for ice?”, which ranks in the pantheon of Amer­ 
ican humor somewhere with the joke about the guy who 
bought snow tires, and thought he had a terrific bargain until 
he got them home and they melted.) 
The ice fisherman really needs no defense, for he is a good 
man and a hardy man. but the critics nevertheless do deserve the 
lash. 
This comes to mind not because, coincidentally, this is Take- 
An-Ice-Fisherman-to-Lunch Week, but because of a little flyer 
that's currently drifting through some of our area elementary 
schools. 
It's from the Cook County Forest Preserve District, penned 
by Supt, of Conservation Roland F. Eisenbeis, who about once a 
month puts out a pleasing and informative page on bears, skunks, 
wildflowers. and other nature subjects. 
But Roland stumbled in this one. His .January topic, time­ 
ly enough, was ice fishing, and he led the kiddies along on a 
fairly thorough dissertation on the sport, slipping only slightly 
by using that word “peculiar” and referring to the ice fish­ 
ermen with one of those appellations that make them cringe: 
“Frosty-toed Tribe.” (There has not yet been a person writ­ 
ing on ice fishermen who didn’t try to label them with some 
kind of clever, catchy synonym, instead of calling them what 
they are, ice fishermen. Or — man, as the case may be.) 
The distressing affront was at the end of the flyer, the last 
line, sort of tacked on as an after-thought: 
“An ice fisherman needs a strong back and a weak mind.” 
Now', that kind of declaration can be refuted in a hundred 
ways, with keen literary precision or with passion, but all I can 
think of at the moment is, “Why did he have to say that?” 
It's enough to imagine some little fella in the classroom, 
some little fella whose daddy is an ice fisherman, listening to 
teacher reading about the “Frosty-toed Tribe,” and tossing out 
that last line. You can picture the little guy suddenly sucking in 
his breath and shuddering, walking home alone through the snow, j 
head down, and later sitting at the supper table, unable to direct 
his eyes at daddy, until finally, chided into telling what’s wrong, 
asking, “Dad, is it true . . .” 
Anyway, ti's a dreadful impression to impart about any kind 
of sportsman, even in the name of cleverness, and especially in I 
an official release of a forest preserve district. 
I could add, “Shame, shame,” but let it go with the truth that 
weak minds are no more prevalent among ice fishermen than 
among the rest of us. Hmmm. And having one — a weak mind — 
is no particular qualification for being an ice fisherman. 
(Neither, come to think of it, is a strong back, since most 
ice fishermen have long ago given up their picks, chisels and 
axes for those slick, razor sharp Swedish-type augurs that 
slice through the ice like a spoon through Jello. Well, hard 
Jello.) 
I know a man who goes ice fishing every day, as long as the j 
ice holds up. He really does. Every day, without fail. And there’s 
nothing weak about his mind. 
He’s a little weird, yes. But strong of mind, and dedicated to 
his sport, and endowed with those attributes that make the com­ 
plete ice fisherman: wisdom, patience and inner warmth. 
He especially demonstrates wisdon. 
A week ago I was chatting with him, sounding him out on his 
particular dedication, his philosophy on the pursuit, ice fishing. 
I said something like, “How come — har, har, har — you 
wanta go fish for ice?” 
“Let it be known,” he said, “that the ice fisherman who 
is pure to his creed will nourish himself on the zest of the 
good outdoors, the quest of a quarry as crafty as he, a forti­ 
tude bom of denial and courage, and a little nip now and 
then.” 
I shouldn't say he said that. He sort of intoned it. 
The best headline I ever read about ice fishing went some­ 
thing like, “Ice Fishing — If You Haven’t Tried It, Don’t Knock 
It.” 
I stress that was the best headline. Not the article. It was 
terrible, except the part where the author observed that one of 
the distinct advantages of ice fishing was that mosquitos aren’t 
much of a bother. (They aren’t.) 
It’s a profound point. Not about the mosquitos, but about 
holding our criticism until we’ve experienced that on which we 
pontificate, or hoot or jeer. 
There Is no pretense that ice fishing is as tranquilizing or 
serene as some forms of summer fishing, but it certainly has 
every bit the challenge. Perhaps more, because the fisherman 
contends not only with harsh elements, but the very practical 
difficulties inherent in trying to move around the lake to gauge 
the bottom and the depth and drift of the fish. He has to cut a 
hole every time he experiments, and if he hits a lot of empty 
holes, it can be a frustrating challenge. 
There’s really no easy way of knowing precisely where 
the fish are in the winter, except that they’re somewhere near 
the bottom, and it’s an uncanny thing to see a veteran ice 
fisherman pick a spot, bore into the ice, plumb the bottom, 
drop a line and score. But they can do it, the good ones, and 
ifs a singular talent. 
Ice fishing leaves singular memories as well, beyond the inde­ 
scribable satisfaction of returning to the warm hearth after hours 
on the ice. The thought forever lingers of a time I went ice 
fishing in the fog with my brother Dan and that man who ice 
fishes all the time, and the fog was so dense we had to shout and 
jabber to each other to stay close, and we had no conception of 
where we were on the lake or even on the continent, but we 
drilled our holes and dawdled at them, and chatted and caught 
about three dozen bluegills, and never had a better time in our 
lives. 
You don’t have to be a masochist to enjoy ice fishing. Not any 
more, not with the inspirations in net underwear and thermal 
suits and lightweight wool, or the development of those sophis­ 
ticated new augurs, some even motor-powered. 
No sophisticated gear is required. Any of those little two 
dollar ice fishing wands in the sporting goods stores will do, or 
the tip of a casting rod planted in a dowel, and a long piece of 
lightweight line with a tiny hook or jig at the end, and a corn 
borer, or weed worm, or minnow. 
You can’t lose on the investment, and if you like fishing, you 
have to admit that ice fishing is better than no fishing at ail. At 


least, almost better.

Area 
school 
superintendents 
were criticized last week for the 
manner in which they selected a 
new director for the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Orga­ 
nization (NSSEO). 


R i c h a r d Bachhuber, High 
School District 214 board member, 
strongly criticized the superintend­ 
ents for not involving school board 
members in the selection. 


He reminded them that it is 


school boards and not superi- 


tendents who are responsible to 


the public for school policies and 


personnel. 


At present, all NSSEO decisions 
are made by the Northwest Subur­ 
ban Superintendents Assn. acting 
as the governing board. Their deci­ 
sions are then submitted to the 
District 214 board, which serves as 
NSSEO administrative director. 


This practice raised some valid 
questions: Who set the policy as to 
the kind of man to be hired as di­ 
rector? 
Who 
determined 
what 
salary was to be offered? And 
what NSSEO decisions coming be­ 
fore the District 214 board are ex­ 
pected to be routinely rubber- 
stamped? 


Bachhuber said his criticism 


was no reflection on the caliber 


of the man selected as director, 


nor was he expressing any “dis­ 


trust” of superintendents. But, 


he explained. “I think as a group 


the taxpayers have to be repre­ 


sented.” 


We believe Bachhuber’s point is 
well taken, and we also concur in 


his recommendation to have future 
NSSEO decisions made by a lay 
council comprised of one member 
from each of the IO school boards 
represented in the special educa­ 
t e cooperative. Their decisions 
would then be acted upon by the 
administrative district. 


This concept would ensure pub- 
1 i c 
accountability 
for 
future 
NSSEO decisions. 


It would also avoid such past 
s i t u a t i o n s as superintendents 
shielding school boards from the 
fact that some of their own dis­ 
tricts were not providing a fair 
share of facilities. This has de­ 
prived some youngsters of their re­ 
quired special education classes. 
Had a lay board, representing all 
IO participating school districts, 
been in operation, this fact would 
have been brought to public atten­ 
tion and acted upon. 


Bachhuber’s 
concern 
might 


well be applied to more than just 


N SSE O decisions, 
although he 


referred 
specifically 
to 
that 


problem. 
The 
superintedents’ 


group, however, also establishes 


policy on other school matters, 


and it does so in sessions closed 


to the public. 


There is no place for closed- 
d o o r policy-making, 
especially 
when it involves public education, 
in a democracy where full, free 
flow' of information is an original 
and continuing principle. 


The public interest can be fully 
protected only if decisions that af­ 
fect them are discussed and de­ 
cided in public.

look for the acts of simple human kind­ 
ness. The cops have stopped being men 
to them and have become symbols of 
society. 
The stereotype of police as “pigs” is 
growing out of proportion to reality. Po­ 
lice are men. It takes the adversion and 
distrust of other humans to make them 
“pigs.” 
* Noted psychiatrist Dr. Karl Men- 
ninger recently said police work attracts 
men who are “quite gentle.” 
HE DISAGREED with the current 
idea that policework attracts those with 
leanings towards violence. 
“Police are not all bad guys.” he 
said. “Nobody’s all bad guys.” 
As a reporter I have noticed there is 
a difference in dealing with policemen 
compared to members of boards or com­ 
missions. 
Generally, police tend to be sus­ 
picious, 
defensive, 
literal, 
sometimes 
petty, and clannish. 
You spend a lot of time trying to con­ 
vince them you are not “out to get 
them.” 
They are also more sensitive to criti­ 
cism than other news sources. A police­ 
man doesn't want anybody but another 
policeman to point out his errors. 
HOWEVER, these traits are not ex­ 
clusive to police. 
The current hate reflex against all po­ 
lice is a danger to our society. 
This hate doesn’t come from crimi­ 
nals, but from the upper strata of the 
society being protected. 
Many of the protesters in the Chicago 
riots belonged to the well-educated “in­ 
telligentsia” — although they wore funny 
clothes, beards and no shoes. They were 
convinced they were smarter, better 
educated, and had ethical convictions su­ 
perior to the cops. 
They could also afford air-fare to Chi­ 
cago, "time off in mid-week, expensive 
cameras, and bail bonds. 
THE NEWS MEDIA, too. has held 
this conviction of superiority long before 
the Grant Park eruptions. 
Admittedly police over-reacted, but 
this revulsion against them on the part 
of the “intellectuals” is more dangerous 
than broken heads. 
If society expects normal human cops 
to be saints, it is putting a tremendous 
strain on them. Ideally, the law should 
be beyond reproach, the cop only en­ 
forces the law. 
If a 
thwarted “intelligentsia” turns 
its hate on the cops, the seeds of more 
brutality and oppression are sown. 
When the military or quasi-military 
“cop” force charged with protecting 
society 
is scorned 
by the 
thinking 
groups, 
it allies itself 
with 
unstable 
groups. 
This happened in Nazi Germany, in 
revolutionary France, in Russia, and 
was a large factor in the decomposition 
of the Roman Empire. 
In this country, it has been noted po­ 
lice tend to support the political ideas of 
George W7allace. 
WHEN THE POLICE stop protecting 
and start hating, the people who berate 
them are the first to go. 
It is time intellectuals considered 
whether it is wise to hate cops. 
There are still many gentlemen on 
police forces. If they are lumped into the 
general category of “barbarian,” then 
they will have no reason to serve this 
society. 
Once they leave, there won't be any 
cops left to pity the old rummy rejects.

Harrison in 1841 spoke for 
nearly two hours, while he and 
i his audience stood outdoors in a 
cold ram. Harrison contracted a 
bad cold and died a month 
later. 


His sad experience may have 
had a salutary .effect on his 
successors. Few inaugural ad­ 
dresses since his time have 
lasted longer than half an hour. 
If some have seemed longer, 
it is because inaugural oratory, 
on the whole, has not been 
distinguished for its eloquence. 
Every president probably hopes 
to 
say 
something 
in 
his 
inaugural address that will go 
down in history, but only a 
handful have succeeded in doing 
so. 
Among those who did say j 
unforgettable things were Tho­ 
mas Jefferson, Abraham Lin-1 
coin, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
John F. Kennedy. 
Jefferson 
in 
1801 
warned 
against “entangling alliances,” 
and thereby coined a phrase 
that was to remain a slogan of 
U.S. 
foreign 
policy 
for 
140 
years. 
The nation was torn asunder 
by civil war when Lincoln made 
his moving plea: 
“With malice toward none, 
with 
charity 
for 
all, 
with 
firmness in the right as God 
gives us to see the right, let us 
strive on to finish the work we

bands, 44 floats, and marching

William Howard Taft was the

G. Harding was the first to use

Pension

considered as a site for the

sections—five in hotel ballrooms 
and the sixth in the handsome 
new building of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
The Pension Building is being 
used, however, as temporary 
office for the 1969 inaugural 
committee.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— 
Richard Milhous Nixon 
made 
the biggest comeback in Ameri­ 
can political history. 
At the age of 49 he was, by 
his own admission and in the 
unanimous 
judgment 
of

fellow political, all washed up 
as a candidate for high office. 
That was in 1962. 
Six 
years 
later, 
he

elected 37th President of the 
United States.

Hostly for Men

I first encountered crepes 
stuffed with chicken and mush­ 
rooms in a small but excellent 
S a n 
Francisco 
restaurant 
called Hotel de France. Here it 
was served as a second course 
and in smaller portions than 
the 
recipe 
I’ve 
developed, 
which can be served with a 
crisp green salad for the chief 
course of a Sunday supper. 


Three steps are involved, 
preparing the filling, making a 
sauce, and making the crepes. 
Start with the filling since this 
requires the most time. In a 
l a r g e saucepan 
boil three 
chicken breasts and two thighs 
until tender, seasoning to taste 
with salt. Reserve broth, re­ 
move meat from bones and cut 
into cubes. You’ll need 
two 
cups. 


IN THE TOP of a double 
boiler melt three tablespoons 
of butter. 
Blend two table­ 
spoons of flour with one cup 
half and half until smooth, 
then add to the butter and con­ 
tinue to cook 
stirring 
con­ 
stantly until mixture thickens 
(three-five 
minutes). 
Brown 
lightly 
in 
butter 
one 
cup 
chopped fresh mushrooms and 
one tablespoon chopped chives. 
Add to the mixture and contin­ 
ue to cook stirring constantly, 
for another three minutes. 
Add the chicken, olend well, 
and cook slowly until chicken 
is heated through. Add 1/2 cup 
dry sherry and one teaspoon 
fresh lemon juice. Keep mix­ 
ture hot over low heat in the 
double boiler. 
Step two is the sauce. Make 
a white sauce by blending two 
tablespoons flour to two table­ 


spoons butter, then add one 
cup milk 
gradually 
stirring 
constantly. Reduce heat and 
cook three minutes longer. Add 
1/4 teaspoon salt and 1/8 tea­ 
spoon pepper. 
ADD 3/4 CUP of 
the 
re­ 
served chicken broth, two eggs 
lightly beaten, and one table­ 
spoon grated parmesan cheese. 
Blend well with a whisk and 
keep warm. 
The crepes should be pre­ 
pared just before cooking. In 
two cups flour, stir one egg 
and one cup milk. Salt lightly. 
Blend 
until 
consistency 
of 
cream is reached. Add two ta­ 
blespoons melted butter and 
stir. 
Heat a lightly buttered eight- 
inch frying pan and cover bot­ 
tom with batter browning light­ 
ly on each side. Store cooked 
crepes in warm pan in oven 


until all have been browned. 
This should make 12 six-inch 
crepes. 
YOU’LL NEED one long or 
two smaller flameproof shal­ 
low baking dishes for the final 
preparation. Take each crepe 
and spread about two heaping 
tablespoons of chicken mixture 
across center. Roll and place 
in the baking dish. When all 
are rolled and in the dish pour 
over the sauce, place under the 
broiler 
and 
brown 
lightly. 
Serve at once to six delighted 
people.

POTENTIAL PARENTS who 
a r e c o n c e r n e d about the 
chance of their children’s in­ 
heriting health problems that 
run in the family, or parents 
who have one child with a 
birth defect and want to know 
whether another may be born 
with a similar condition, can 
now be advised far more scien­ 
tifically than has ever before 
been possible. 
Scarcely IO years ago, such 
couples had very few places to 
turn for help. Vague rules-of- 
thumb were offered by those 
whose understanding of the 
principles of heredity was of­ 
ten hazy, if not wholly in­ 
accurate. Advice ranged from 
“lightning never strikes twice” 
to dire predictions which left 
no hope. 
TODAY’S GENETIC coun­ 
seling has grown into a full- 
fledged science which involves 
advice — based on medical 
studies and family histories — 
concerning heredity and par­ 
ticularly the risks of heredi­ 
tary abnormalities or birth de­ 
fects. Given certain facts, gen­ 
etic counselors are often able 
to tell parents or prospective 
parents what the chances are 
that certain inherited defects 
or disorders will — or will not 
— appear in their children. 
Not all birth defects are of 
genetic origin — that is, inher­ 
ited. Some may be caused by 
maternal infections such as 
German measles during preg­ 
nancy, or by drugs, radiation 
and other external agents. 
But more than 1,400 signifi­ 
cant birth defects are known to 
be inherited. Diabetes is per­ 
haps the most conjon, while

drome, cystic fibrosis and con­ 
genital glaucoma, a disease of 
the eye, also occur with rela­ 
tively high frequency.

dren and adults. 
But we geneticists are not al­ 
ways prophets of doom. Many 
people overestimate the risks 
of having another abnormal 


child when they or someone in 
their family has had such a 
baby. In many instances, we 
are able to reassure them that 
the risk they think is great is 
really very slight. In any case, 
it is better to know than to 
g u e s s wildly and perhaps 
wrongly.

Wrhat once passed as a “ dor­ 
mitory” is known today as a 
“ residence hall,” a distinction 
some use to indicate the differ­ 
ence between student quarters 
prim arily used for sleeping, eat­ 
ing, and studying and today’s 
lodgings designed to 
accom­ 
modate nearly all aspects of 
student life. 
The residence hall of 1969, ac­ 
cording to NIU Housing Direc­ 
tor Dr. Donald Buckner adds 
the dimensions of social and 
cultural 
activities 
consistent 
with a relaxed style of living 
and operated largely through 
policies established by student 
government. 


CASUAL DRESS at meals is 
now observed in most halls; 
there are no women’s closing 
hours at night; and several of 
the newer halls are co-ed, with 
men living in one wing and 
women in another. 


It was far different back in 
1915, wrhen tablecloths and cut 
flowers were used at lunches 
and dinners in Williston. Then,
